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Smokers jeopardizing 
school’s open campus

GRANITE CITY — Student 
smokers “are jeopardizing the 
high school’s open campus. 

With af open campus, students 
may leave the school’ grounds 
during the day, rather than 
waiting until the end of the 
schedule of classes. 

The Board of Education is 
considering closing the campus 
because administrators cannot 
police students who leave to 
smoke cigarettes. 

‘A new district policy prohibits 
smoking on school grounds. But 
because the campus is open, 
there is nothing to prevent stu- 


. dents from going off school prop- 


erty to smoke. 

Superintendent Gib Walmsley 
said he and High School Princi- 
pal Ken Spalding saw a group of 
about 35 summer school students 
gathered at the edge of school 
property smoking 

He said if an attempt had 
been made .to disperse the 
crowd, the students would sim- 
ply have gathered in neighboring 
yards, which would anger local 
residents. 

“The problem is going to 
worsen manyfold this fall, when 
there are 2,500 students instead 
of 750,” Walmsley said. “‘It’s not 
a manageable situation for Mr. 
Spalding. There’s nothing he can 
do.” 

Walmsley asked the board to 
reconsider its no-smoking policy, 
but board members adamantly 
opposed the suggestion. 

“Td be in favor of closing the 
campus before giving in to them 
(the students),”” board member 
Jolene Terrell said 
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Other board members agreed. 

“It’s a tough decision to make 
but I can’t favor opening the 
smoking area again,*’ board 
member Roy Koberna said.

EDWARDSVILLE — Darryl / 
McGibany, director of Madison } 
County’s juvenile detention‘ 
home, says the home may be 
beyond repair and should be 
replaced. 

McGibany told the Madison 
County Board Buildings Commit- 
tee on July 25 that the Illinois 
Department of Corrections has 
given Madison County until, 1990 
to correct deficiencies. 

“From Day One we've been in 
non-compliance as far as the 
state is concerned. But now that 
1990 is drawing near, they have 
put us on notice,” he said. 

The 20-year-old facility, locat- 
ed on Illinois 159 in Edwards- 
ville, is thought to be the sec- 
ond-oldest juvenile detention 
home in the state. It was not 
built according to state codes, 
McGibany said.

“Taking these classes will 
often determine interest and 
aptitude areas,” Zack said. ‘‘Stu- 
dents who are undecided (on a 
major) can take introductory 
level courses in a variety of 
areas.”

Safe trip 
no accident

This week, I read a travel 
pamphlet with a section .that 
explained how travelers should 
behave in a hijacking or hostage 
situation. 

Travel brochures are not all 
puffy publications designed only 
to ignite wanderlust. 

Actually, Americans are a 
lusty bunch when it comes to 
waridering the world. Last year, 
4.8 million passports were issued 
to American citizens by the US. 
State Department’s Bureau of 
Consular Affairs. 

Americans return to their 
favorite Euro} n haunts. Trav- 
el surveys show the Orient is 

ining in popularity. And. Amer- 
icans are exploring countries 
that-only recently put out the 
welcome mat for tourists. 

Ndw more than ever, travelers 
must be savvy sojourners. The 
U.S. State Department can help: 

The department’s. Bureau of 
Consular Affairs operates a Citi- 
zen’s Emergency Center that 
provides several services, includ- 
{hg travel advisories. The advi- 
soriés are published to inform 
American travelers of conditions 
that could adversely affect them 
abroad. ‘This service was estab- 
lished in 1978. is 

Advisories deal with safety, 
health hazards, strict detention 
laws-and even shortages of hotel 
rooms. They are regularly 
updated so ‘travelers can track 
conditions in the intended desti- 
nation country- 

_ The department limits adviso- 
ries to significant risks; travel 

warnings issued by the ie grt 

ment involve high potential for 
physical danger or violence. It is 
rare ‘that the department recom- 

mends staying away from a 

country. Instead, the department 

tells the public about potential 
problems so that travelers can 
exercise extra caution. 

Frances .T_. Jones, press offi- 
cer*for the Bureau of Consular 
Affairs, said most’of the adviso- 
ries involve civil unrest — cur- 
fews due to fighting, or threats 
of terrorist activities against 
Americans, for example. t 

“What we are looking for is a 
pattern of episodes that could 
affect travelers,’’ Jones said. If 

“a country is unwilli 
to afford normal protection, i 
will be flagged as a potential 
trouble source. “ 

Travel advisofies are posted in 
field offices of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce (in the St. 
Louis area, 7911 Forsyth, Clay- 
ton).. Travelers also can call the 
Citizens Emergency Center at 
202-647-5225. An agent will mail 
information to you or answer a 
quick question. 

Two booklets, ‘Your Trip 
Abrdad’’ and ‘‘A Safe Trip 
Abroad,” are available by writ- 
ing the Bureau of Consular 
Affairs,- room 4811_N.S., U.S.

Using a paper towel is easy.

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Snack food industry smiling 
_on America’s ‘funny’ people

“People are funny; that's 
what it really boils down to,” 
said Bill Culbert, president of St. 
Seeds based So Good Potato Chip 
Sa All those funny people are 
making Culbert and others 
invoived in the snack-food indus- 
try smile. 
*In an era when more and 
more adults dre exercising, 
counting their calories and com- 
paring their cholesterol, they 
iso are craving, crunching and 
chomping more potato chips, 
Popcorn, corn chips, taco chips 
and pretzels than ever before. 
Sales of snack foods represent 
about 1.4 percent of the volume 
supermarket sales, according 
$ Bill Thompson, division sales 
manager of Frito-Lay Inc. 
= “But they may represent up to 
1&3 percent of a store’s profit 
Thompson said. ‘‘Snack foods 
don't require the refrigeration 
and care that have to be devoted 
to produce, meat and dairy prod- 
ucts and we provide direct store 
delivery so there are no ware- 
Housing Costs.” 
Why are Americans buying 
more snack foods? 
-{We are a fast-food nation,’’ 
said Harvey Dougherty, vice 
sident of sales and marketing 
or Old Vienna Snacks, which 
oduces a number of its snack- 
od products in the area. “‘It 
trickles, right down to the w: 
people are caring for and f 
ing their families. At one time 
(in the 1960s and 1970s) gloom 
was cast over ‘the entire snack- 
food industry. People perceived 
snacks as not healthy. But that’s 
not necessarily true. Corn chips, 
for instance, have good food val- 
‘ue. 
*\ “Another fast-growing catego- 
ry is popcorn. Sales are up 25 
percent over last year. It’s great 
for roughage. Most of our snacks 
have no preservative and no cho- 
lesterol. Ta rather have kids eat- 
ing this than sugared cereals.”’ 


“If you look at all the new 
items “in grocery stores, the 
trend is almost exclusively 
toward portable. food,” said Joe 
Ketchum, sales account manager 
for Frito-Lay. “People are graz- 
jing. They’re not eating three 


the snack-food industry is toward 
gourmet treats, such as kettle- 
cooked (hard-bite) chips. 

In 1985, for instance, Anheus- 
er-Busch. Eagle Snack’s division 
acquired the Cape Cod Potato 
Chip Co., which began in 1980 as 
a store-front operation, and 
quickly expanded throughout the 
New —Engiand~ market ~— without 
any advertising. 

This summer the brand was 
introduced into the St. Louis 
area and business has been 
brisk. 

“The Cape Cod no-salt chip in 
particular has been selling 
extremely well,’’ Parentin said. 
“Customers seem to be looking 
for an item not loaded with 
salt.”” 

Parentin said the reception 
Cape Cod’s white cheddar-cheese 
popcorn has received is “unbe- 
lievable.”” 

“Not only is it good, it’s the 
convenience of having it already 
popped,” she said 

At least two companies in St. 
Louis also produce kettle-cooked 
chips. 

The Potato Chip Factory, 3294 
Gravois, St. Louis, on the South 
Side, has been in business for 50 
years. The company wholesales 
its chips to area supermarkets 
and delis, and retails them at 
Union Station. In addition, they 
do what manager Larry McMan- 
us calls a_ ‘‘tremendous”’ 
mail-order business. 

Katie’s Fresh Cut Potato Chips 
are made at 8187 Big Bend 
Blvd., in Webster Groves, Mo. 
The company was founded in 
1984 by Dewey Carlstrom, who 
said ‘I could never find a chip I 
ued ve 

secret to producing a top- 
quality chip, Carlstrom said, 
joing everything by hand, from

the selection of the raw potatoes, 
which gourmet chip manufactur- 
ers regard as all important, to 
cooking the chips in individual 
batches. 

“All our chips are cooked in 
100 percent soybean oil. It’s the 
purest of all oils,’’ said Carls- 
trom, who distributes Katie’s 
Fresh Cut Chips to the Adam’s 
Mark Hotel, a number of restau- 
rants, area 'deli’s and supermar- 
kets, and also has a. strong 
mail-order business, especially 
during the holidays. 

In addition to kestle- cooked © 
chips, the other hot trend in the 
snack-food industry is flavors. 

“They are the fastest-growing 
segment of the snack-food indus- 
try today,” said Frito-Lay’s Ket- 
chum, whose company has just 
introduced Italian ¢cheese-fla- 
vored potato chips and Cheetos 
popcorn, and in the fall will 
bring out Salsa Rio Doritos. 
“Today they account for about 
30 percent of the snack-food 
business.”

lhe cigarette manufacturers 
ere responsible for her cancer 
and death.

We know that pregnant women 
who smoke have a higher rate of 
miscarriages, premature births 
and low. birthweight babies.-We 
know that children rais: i 
homes with smokers have higher 
incidence of respiratory prob- 
lems. 

And, _thanks to _the—surgeon 
general's latest-report,-based-on 
the research of 50 scientists, we 
now know that smoking is highly 
addictive, no different than our 
most infamous illicit drugs. 

As a physician, I am sadly 
aware of e facts. I also am 
aware of the less obvious ways 
smoking erodes a person’s quali- 
ty of life, such as chronic coughs 
or hoarseness, yellow teeth, bad 
breath, frequent colds, poor cir- 
culation. 

As a plastic surgeon, I have 
had to turn away some. smokers 
seeking face lifts, liposuction an 
some other procedures because 
their smoking habit inhibits the 
proper healing. Skin flaps are 
much more likely to slough for-a 
smoker than a nonsmoker. 

We. know so much more than 
Rose Cipollone knew back in 
1942, Yet, about 54 million Amer- 
icans still smoke. Not surprising- 
ly, most of them say they want 
to quit.

lic places. The masses didn’t 
revolt in the face of these devel- 
opments; they cheered. 

The American people — Illi- 
noisans included — are becom- 
ing more militant in defending 
their right to breathe clean, 
smoke-free air. 

They are speaking up more 
often and refusing to let some- 
one -else’s addiction pollute their; 
lungs, ruin ir meal or dirty 
their office. They know that 500 
to 5,000 people die each year 
from: lung cancer caused by 
breathing someone else’s smoke, 
and they do not want to join 
those ranks. 

Our federal lawmakers should 
resporid to this public sentiment 
by ending government subsidies 
for tobacco farmers. 

Instead, we should invest in a 
healthier America by using the 
subsidy funds to help those 
farmers convert their fields to 
other crops. 

Important changes should be 
made on the state level, also. 
But Mlinois legislators have been 
slow to face up to the facts 
about smoking, 

This. spring, our lawmakers 
again refused-to place statewide 
restrictions on smoking in public 
places. 

The Tlnois Clean Indoor Air 
Act, which was supported by the 
Illinois State Medical Society, 
would have requiréd most public 
pisces and restaurants to estab- 

sh no-smoking areas. The Act 
was defeated in committee by 
one vote, and Illinois remains 
one of only eight states that does 
not restrict smoking in public 
places. 

It is time Illinois faced the 
facts about smoking. Our state 
should join the majority of the 
states and create a healthier 
environment for nonsmokers.

The net etfect of this Amendment will be 
that all vacant, commercial, industrial and

Origins of life on earth prove. 
persistent scientific puzzle

On tropical shores around the globe, otherworld- 
ly looking formations resembling huge, fluffy din- 
ner rolls. can -be found anchored on_the_ocean’s 
floor. In reality, the formations are as hard as 
stone, layers of calcium carbonate molded togeth- 
ér by colonies of algae and bacteria as protection 
from the ocean's turbulent environment. 
Scientists who study early life on our planet call 
these natural curiosities ‘‘stromatolites.”’ The for- 
mations, tt say, are among the oldest known 
forms of life. A 3.5 billion-year-old stron olite, 
for example, is displayed in a new exhibition, 
“The Earliest Traces of Life at the Smithson- 
ian’s National Museum of National History in 
Washington, 
Although stromatolites 
swers about the emergence of life, many ques- 
tions remain. The problem, scientists say, lies in 
the gap of time between the Earth’s formation, 
about 4.6 billion years ago, and the appearance of 
the first stromatolites ‘in the fossil record, about 
3.5 billion years ago. 
What happened aver those billion years to give 
to stromatolites and, subsequently, every oth- 
form of life on the planet? This has become one 
of the most-enduring and puzzling questions in 
science. 

Research efforts are full of speculation, Dr. 
Kenneth Towe, a Smithsonian geologist and cura- 
tor of the Natural’ History Museum's exhibition, 
says 

The further back we search in the geologic 
record, the less and less there we find,’’ he said. 

All fossil and other environmental evidence 
which might provide scientists with clues to the 
processes that produced the very first living 
organism have been obscured by a variety of natu- 
ral processes over the millennia. 

Researchers, however, continue to investigate 
and to construct plausible scenarios for the rise of 
life on Earth. Recent work, in fact, has led them 
to revise earlier concepts and to re-evaluate the 
possibilities of life existing elsewhere in the uni- 
verse. 

One of the most famous of these endeavors took 
place in the early 1950s when two University of 
Chicago researcher Dr. Stanley Miller and Dr. 
Harold Urey, shook’ the scientific community by 
proving that amino-acids — a compound essential 
to living cells — could be produced from a mix of 
hydrogen, methane and ammonia gases The 
researchers jolted: this mixture with electricity, 
simulating lightning, to provide energy for the pro- 
duction of organic molecules 

‘The results of the Miller-Urey, experiment led 
scientists to speculate that life began in a soupy, 
hydrogen-rich sea of molecules; known as the “‘pri- 
mordial soup.” Through collisions of these mole- 
cules in the primordial soup, billions of molecule 
combinations were formed, some resulting in long, 
complex molecule chains. 

Amino acids and nucleotides — another com- 

und essential to life — were among the chains 
inked-up and formed a strange. new compound — 

one that could copy itself and proliferate. The 
first ‘living system’’ was formed on our planet. 

The widely accepted Miller-Urey theory of a 
hydrogen, methane and ammonia rich environ- 
mient has been challenged a number of times since 
the early-1950s.. G - 

Using computer models of the early atmosphere, 
for example, Dr. Joel Levine, an’ atmospheric 
chemist at the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration's Langley Research Center in 
Hampton, Va., recently concluded that methane 
and ammonia’ gases could not have lasted long 
enough in the early atmosphere to combine to 
form more complex organic molecules, the precur- 
sors of living systems. 

Molecules of methane and ammonia gas, he 
explains, broke down rapidly. Furthermore, the 
gases were not replenished by. biological process- 
es — the source for. both gases today —on a plan- 
et devoid of life. Levine and colleagues turned 
their attention to voleanic emissions. 

Because of the intense volcanic activity during 

*s early history roughly 4.6, billion years 
ago. Levine says, “‘we can now assume that 
steam, -carbon dioxide and nitrogen — the main 
producers of volcanic eruptions — were abundant 
in the prebiotic atmosphere.”’ 

Several researchers, in fact, have re-created the 
Miller-Urey results using the gases suggested by 
Levine. Amino acids were again among the chemi- 
cal compounds formed. 

The chemical recipe of the Miller-Urey theory 
changed, then, but not the premise that life origi- 
nated through a random combination of amino 
acid and nucleotide molecule chains. ~------- 

Another researcher, however, believes that the 
formation of amino acids and nucleotides is not a 
random event. : 

“Tt is not a chance thing that different mole- 
cules come together to form amino acids and 
nucleotides,’ Dr. Cyril -Ponnamperuma, director of 
the Laboratory of Chemical Evolution at the Uni- 

- versity of Maryland in-College Park, says. “It is

“What we really don’t understand,” he says,

Similarly, the Smithsonian’s Towe points out, A 
living cell is much more than the sum of its 
molecular parts. Chemical reactions that run even 
the simplest organisms are precisely linked aiid 
coordinate energy released from one reaction 
drives another. How these systems first got starf- 
ed is still unknown.”’ 

‘A major step to the establishment of these ‘‘liv- 
ing-systems,” says Dr. John Oro, a biochemist.at 
the University of Houston, was the generation ofa 
skin or membrane, which created a subenviroh- 
ment in which chemical reactions between mole- 
cules were more likely to occur. 

“When you trap molecules from the outside 
world in a closed environment, you speed up the 
rate and frequency of .their reactions with ope 
another,” he says. * 

One of the most important components for such 
membranes, Oro says, were fatty acids, formed by 
carbon monoxide and hydrogen in the presence\of 
a metallic catalyst, such as iron or nickel. In turn, 
fatty acids form lipids — compounds that ate 
insoluble in water and compose the membranes pf 
many living cells. Oro has succeeded in creating, 
such lipids in the laboratory. : 7 

“Microscopie balloons of lipids, known as. lipt

Countless thousands suffer 
the effects of heat illness, in 
one or more of its three pro- 
gressive stages. 

Being overcome by_heat 
often afflicts ‘“‘weekend”’ ath- 
letes who push their bodies 
to — and sometimes 
beyond — the limit of their 
conditioning and abilities. But 
even in s¢emingly well planned 
and controlled sports events, 
heat injuries can occur. 

Victims can include young 
football players working out in 
heavy equipment and pads dur- 
ing August heat, wrestlers who 
are already weakened by star- 
vation and dehydration tech- 
niques used to ‘“‘make’’ weight, 
or joggers and road racers 
unaccustomed to running in 
heat and humidity. Any athlete 
returning to full activity in the 
hot sun after a bout with intes- 
tinal illness is also.a likely can- 
didate for heat problems. 

In essence, anyone working 
out in a hot, humid environ- 
ment ‘is a potential target, 
since physical activity increase 
the body’s core temperature.

It was tough to stick with it 
after. wipe-outs and close losses, 
but like any other individual 
sport, Siebert was attracted to 
the glory he got from competing. 

“The thing I’ve alwa: liked 
about it is that it is all up to 
you,”’ Siebert said. “‘If you 
crash, it was something you did, 
not anybody else. If you didn’t 
do your best, you don’t have 
anybody to blame but you. 

®Probably the best thing, 
though, is that when you do 
good, you have such a sense of 
accomplishment. You know that 
all that trainii all that hard 
work has paid off. 

‘Though riding your bike may 
not-seem-like hard work, consid- 
er: Siebert’s routine. Weight 
tri distance rides of up 
to 50 miles through the dead of 
winter ‘‘off season’’, sprinting 
and. distance on a road bike dur- 
ing. ‘‘season’’ (roughly from 
March Labor Day), and 
riding and more: riding several 
hours a day.

The 
Ohio race, in a hotel with closed- 
circuit televised coverage of all 
events and red-carpet treatment 
of the-racers, is one of his favor 
ites. Signing autographs for youn 
ee competitors and meeting 
riends from all over the coun- 
try, like former national champi- 
on Eric Rupp of San Diego, 
Callfs and traveling for. the 
world competition are rt of 
the fun. a 

“It’s strange, but really inter 
esting at the world competition,” 
said Siebert of the race which he 
attended for the first time last 
year in Florida. ‘“There were 
about 25 countries represented 
last year, and hearing all the dif 
ferent languages, watching all 
the different bicyclers is great. 
And there’s a kind of excitement 
generated there because of the 
prestige of the event.” 

That excitement fuels Siebert, 
from off-track promotion of his 
sponsors (which include national 
groups Trog Racing Products 
and Cycle Craft and local spon- 
sol physicals therapist Larry 
Cho jecki) to the big events — 
all 20 or so a day, three to four 
weekends a month for seven 
months. 

“Part of psyching myself up is 
fueled by how I’ve been doing,” 
he said. ‘It’s hard for me to 
peyene m if as much for the 
‘irst race use I haven’t been 
racing. But when I’m doing well, 
it helps get me ready for the 
next race. i. eee 

“T just sit and tell myself how 
hard I’ve worked all week, and 
that I’ve worked harder than 
any one. And it works. There 
have been times I’ve fallen the 
first three races and come back 
and won.” 

Hopefully, that adrenalin ,will 
be pumped over the jumps, 
around the curves to much 
success in Chile,
